EW YORK, New York, so 
good that Greg Rusedski 
might have named it a thou- 
sand times if he had won the US 
Open title last Sunday.

With a force of only 1,200 men at

Angus Ramsay, the British 
commander of the Nato-led Stabili- 
sation Force (S-For) in the Banja 
Luka sector, orclered a Dutch eanm- 
pany from Jajce in lhe Bosnian Fed- 
eration to cross into the Serb enlity 
to help the thrce companies — two 
British, one Czecl) — that were sup- 
porting the local police. 

While flackjacketed Bosnian Serb 
troops loyal to Presiclent Playsic 
took up positions around the presi 
dential palace, Britişlı troops thrust 
containers across the road fronı 
Klasnice. Tension escalated later in 
the evening when onc of ıe thugs 
shot and seriously wounded a 
policeman. 

Mr Klein was on the telephone 
several times lo Momcilo Krajisnik, 
Mr Karadzic's closest colleaguc, 
whose rally earlier in the evening 
had flopped when only 200 support- 
ers attended, thanks to the bus 
blackade. 

After the policeman was shot, Mr 
Klein again telephoned Washington 
from the local police station. He 
held conference calls with ihe 
national stecurîty council's Bûsnia 
specialist and Robert Gelbard, the 
special US envoy for Bosnia, as well 
as the vomımander of Nato troops in 
Bosnia, US General Eric Shinseki. 
MajGen Ranısay was shuttling to 
ancl from the frontline to inspect the 
deteriorating situation. 

Meanwhile the local police had 
fended off another 30 men wlıo had 
sneaked round a back route at 
Gradiska to storm the television 
transmiilter on Mount Kozarac.

necessary. 

The tough decision was in 
marked contrast to Nato behaviour 
in the strategic town of Brcko this 
month, when US troops gave way 1o 
a much smaller group of stone- 
throwing Bosnian Serbs. 

Local police put the shift in tactics 
down to the different military ap- 
proach adoptecl by British conmıan- 
ders in whose region Banja Luka 
comes, but also to llıe no-nonsense, 
tough-guy style of Incques Klein, an 
ex USAF general. 

Mir Klein, deputy to the interna 
tional High Representative for 
Bosnia, the Spaniard Carlos Westen- 
orp, had flown to Banja Luka on 
Monday last week.

(The dirty little secret of the old 
British left, September 7 one- 
sidedly suggests that the British 
eugenics movement was inspired by 
the tounding fathers of the left and 
only abandoned by thenı in the wake 
of Hitler's concentration camps.

FTHE Kenyan government İs to 

be believed, a group of maraud-

Amid 
growing suspicions that hit squads 
are being trained near Mombasa;

across Kenya before the previous 
ballat five years ago. 

The latest violence has centred 
on Likoni, a Mombasa district 
settled largely by people irom other 
parts of the country. The bloodshed 
began with a raid on the local police 
station last month in which seven 
policeıuen were killed and 44 guns 
sloleun. They are presuınaed to be the 
wenpons used in a spate of killings 
that has claimed more than Sf lives 
iı alneks on “u[eouniry" Kenyans.

Sunday as a “goodwill step" in 
return for countet-terrorlst neg.

The Israeli government sald ii 
would releasc half the tax 
revenues it had withheld from 
Mr Arafat's Palestinian Au 
(PA) since the July suicide 
bombing in Jerusalem by 
Islamists in Hamas. 

And at dawn on Monday the 
Israeli army lifted its blockade 
around Palestinian-run towns 
on the West Bank. The end of 
this “internal closure” will allow 
local residents more mobility on 
the West Bank, but Palestinian 
workers will not be allowed to go 
back tn tlhıcir joba in Israel, 

The ensainy of restictions 
came tlırec days after the visit of 
the US scrretary of state, 
Mudeleine Albright, who urged 
Mîr Arafat tu take tougher action 
against Hamas and the Isrrelî 
governnicnt to inıprove 
Paleatininn living conditions. 

Mrs Albright aaked Israel lo 
halt the onstruction of Jewish 
setllemenls on Arab lInnd and 
other enilraversiul policies, 
sıyingE a “tme-oul" would help 
fouter Middle ual peace.

Zapatistas 
warn peace 
is far off

EXICO'S Zapatista guerrillas 

are nof about to disarm and 
peace in the southern state of Chia- 
pas remains far off, their leader, 
Subcomandlante Marcos, said last 
weekend. 

His statement was delivered in 
Mexico City by a contingent of 
more than 1,000 masked but un- 
arımed members at the end of a 
week-long bus journey fron 
Chiapas to press tlıeir demanncs fot 
indigenous Fights. 

In a communiqué describecl by 
ihe government as "virulent" ancl 
read cut at ihe founding congress of 
the Zapatista National Liberation 
Front (FZLN}, a civilian “sister or- 
ganisation” of the rebel ınovement, 
Mir Marcos said: “The war goes oıı 
in southeast Mexico and the 
Zapatislas are still armed and ready 
for combat.” 

Since their uprising in January 
1994, the guerrillas have maintained 
a tense h'uce, despite tlıe presence 
of tens of thousands of federal 
troops, but peace talks have been 
sııspended for the past year. 

The Zapatistas accuse the gov- 
erqıment of attempting to change 
ihe terms of the only agreement 
reached so far — on a new legal 
framework for indigenous rights. 

President Ernesto Zedillo said last 
Sahırday that the government could 
not give way on principles such as 
sovereignty and national unity; a 
coded rejection of the rebels' auto- 
nomy proposals. The official nego- 
tiator, Pedro Joaquin Coldwell, has 
held no nıeetirzs with rebel leaders. 

The creation of the Zapatista Fronl 
is a response to the call by a majority 
of the guerrilla movement's civilian 
supporters for a peacelul solution ta 
the conflict.

Allorney General Jorge Madrazo 
Cuellar, in the course of a verbal as- 
sault on him by opposilion lawmak- 
ers last week, said lc has becı 
embarrassed by the corruplion in 
his agency. He told lawmakers he 
has been forced tû seek niorc and 
more help from the mililary be- 
cause "I couldn't find civilians who 
could demonstrate the honesty and 
efficiency for the work.” 

But lawmakers conıplained the 
military has not proven to be any 
more honest.

We first met in London in 1966, I 
was touched by his love of Indian 
music.

A perhaps less surprising fact to 
emerge is that ntany ordinary Ger- 
mans coınplied with the system as it 
spread fear and paranoia, becoming 
informers and collaborators. In one 
episode, “Chaos and Consent", Rees 
shows how a chance letter to Hitler 
led to the creation of the Nazis’ ehil 
dren's euthanasia policy, wlıieh led 
tû the deatlıs of tlrousands of dis- 
abled children. 

Sumelinte in late 1938 or early 
1939, tlıe father of a child who was 
born blind, without a leg and with a 
deformed arm, petitioned Hitler, 
asking permission to lıave the child 
put down, Officials in the Chan- 
cellery, run by Phillip Bouhler, an 
ambitious Nazi, decided to select 
the letter to show to Hitler. Hitler 
read the petition and asked his per- 
sonal physician to exanıine the child 
and kill it, if the father's testimony 
was correct. This led to the drawing- 
up of detailed criteria for children 
wlıo were to be "referred for treat- 
ment", the list included children 
who suffered from mongolism, id- 
iocy, spina bifida, and absence of 
linıbs, Initially consent forıns were 
sent to a panel of three paediatri- 
cians who acted as assesuors: they 
didn't actually see the children to 
decide tlıeir fate, 

This piece of historical fact is 
made poignant by focusing on the 
anguished testimony of Gerda Bern- 
hardt, whose retarded younger 
brotlıer, Manfred, was sent at the 
Age of 10 to a children's hospital in 
Dortmund, called Aplerbeck. Two 
years after the “palicy" had been

Nazis and Hitler operated, It 
is designed to alter public percep- 
tons, but even more chillingly, it 
seeks — through oral history and 
eyewitness accounts — to explain 
the mentality and the human weak- 
ness that Nazism exploited. It is 
quite different in feel and fone fı'om 
either the military, battle-based his- 
torles of the second world war that 
one has become used to, or the vari- 
ous accounts of the Holocaust. 

The Nazis — A Warning From 
History also aims to close the gap 
between historical research and the 
more İnıpresslonistic but inaccurate 
view held by tlıe public of a barbaric 
but ruthlessly efficient regime inı- 
posed from above by Hitler, 

The series is written by Laurence 
Rees, editor of Timewatch, the 
BBC's history strand, and lan Ker- 
shaw, professor of Modern History 
at Sheffield University. They, and a 
team of researchers, have spent 
four years orı the project. 

Rees says his motivation was ty 
Ppruvide the alkimportan historical 
background for the general public 
who might, for' example, watel a filim 
such as Schindler's List; he wantecl 
ta slow how thc system that pro- 
duced concentration canıps evolved 
over a 12-year period, with a degree 
of popular consent in which indivîdu- 
als had some power. The series js 
designed as social history, as an anti- 
dote to the way the period is too 
often presented — telescoped into a 
slıort period of war and horror. 

But it does this in a televisual 
way, by wringing frank testimonies 
from a host of surviving farmer 
Nazis — many of whom are pre- 
pared to speak their mincls because 
of their age — combining it with 
new archive film more readily avail- 
able since lhe collapse of the Iron 
Curtaln. For example, Johannes 
Zahn, a banker who is now in his 
eighties, says f[orthrlghtly: "The 
general Impression was that the 

Jews had-gone too far in Germany: 
of the 4,800 lawyers in Berlin; 3,600 
were Jews." 

Both Kershaw and Rees have a

He was born Gyuri Stern in 
Budapest, Hungarian capilal of the 
Hapsburg dıual monarchy. His father 
abandoned the Jewish family name 
because uf anti-Semitianı. Soli was a 
prodigious chill pianist andl at 12 
was giving recitals. He slucliecl at the 
Franz Liszt Academy in the 1920s, 
where an astonisling collection of 
teachers included Székely, Kocdliily, 
Bartok, Dohnanyi and Weiner, He 
decided (at 14) to becoıme a conduc:

Solti's preeminence as an LP 
name coincided with and related to 
his period as music director at 
London's Covent Garden. He was 
responsible for a transformation in 
the way the Covent Garden Opera 
(renamed the Royal Opera) per- 
ceived itself, He gave the company 
international standards and insisted 
on creating a professional artistic 
management, 

He introduced European assunIp- 
tions about the artistic serlousness 
of the business, and of the impor- 
taılce of the opera in national life, 
He launched many new (or previ- 
ously unheard) operas into the Gar- 
den’s repertoire. He engaged Peter 
Hall as an opera director. He in- 
sisted that, to improve playing stan- 
dards, wonıen must be admitted to 
the orchestra for the first Hime, 

Solti's first impressions, he Inter 
said, were that “there was no one 
there who knew anything at all 
about how to run an opera house", 
He insisted on enormous imprûve- 
ments and developed the burlding 
international singing talents he dig- 
covered in the company. 

In his performances at Covent 
Garden, he had no easy ride. A 
claque in the amphitheatre booed 
every curtain call he took and tlıe 
critics admitted at best only modi- 
fied rapture about his conducting, 

Musical highlights of his Covent 
Garden work included a Strauss Ara- 
bella said to be "a glimpse of pat- 
adise" and, of course, the Ring 
staged by Hans Hotter. 

Commentators were perennially 
searching for evidence that Solli 
lıad cleveloped into soınellhing more 
like the great Germanic tradition.

But Solti was more responsible 
about modern music and less coın- 
ınerclally exploitative. For a Hun- 
garian, the excellence of moderns 
lke Barték and Kodêly was unar- 
guable. As a conductor Solti suf 
fered, perhaps, from being neither a 
caınposer nor a inusical intellectual. 
He was essentially an instinctive, 
visceral wizard, 

Soltiîs unique importance as a 
leading figure of musical culture in 
Europe and the United States is 
beyond argument. He was the first 
conductor to put Wagner's entire 
Ring on to a set of long-playing 
records (1965). He put the new 
posiwar Covent Garden Opera on 
the international map. And, as he 
showed when he became music (li- 
rector of the Chicago Symphony Or- 
chestra, he was onc of the greatest 
orchestral trainers of the century. 

But, as an interpreter, his quali- 
ties remained controversial, He 
could be a tono-neurotic bundle of ern 
ergy on the podium. Lack of relax- 
alion — a reluctance to leave 
responsibility with the players — put 
out of reach the visionary vitality of 
Ariluro Toscanini (whom he assisted 
in the 1930s} and tle mastcrly (la- 
tachment of Wilhelm Furtwingler, 
with whom lıe also worker.

These creatures are one of the 
star birds of Ireland, Once called by 
the more resonant, poetic name of 
fire crow, they are now known as 
red-billedl chough. In Britain, it is one 
of tlhe rarest and most inaccessible 
breeding species, pushed geograph- 
ically and numerically to the limits of 
survival, with only 315 pairs clinging 
to the outer fringes of the archi- 
pelago, on the offshore islands ancl 
coasts of Wales, Scotland and the 
Isle of Man, n England, it has been 
completely extinguished, lost in the 
1970s fronı a final Cornish toeholl. 
There is now no mainlancl popula- 
tion outaide Wales. 

That paltern of decline is mir 
rored across Europe, the chough 
vanishing in living menyory fron 
Austria and most of Switzerlanıl.

EOGHER HEAD on the end 
of the Dingle peninsula in 

the Irish county of Kerry 
was an impressive landscape. To the 
south of this rocky pronıontory was 
the village of Dunquin; offshore was 
a shoal of surfcorroded isleta 
known aa the Blaskets — the whole 
a panorama of dark, uptilted rock 
and drab moorland that fornted 
such an eloquent and powerful 
background for David Lean's film 
Ryan's Daughter. We were standing 
at the westernmost extremity of the 
Irish mainland and indeed of all Eu- 
rope. Further out there was nothing 
but the Atlantic Ocean, uninter- 
rupted until the Newfoundland 
shoreline, 

It was a coarse-grained place of 
wind, rock and water, and an un- 
likely location to fincl birds. (In facl, 
Ireland is impoverished compared 
with the British mainland, with more 
than 70 fewer breeding and more 
than 50 {ewer resident species.) But, 
unexpectedly, there carne towartls 
us a flock of mediunısizedl birds 
skirting the upper edge of the head- 
lanl.
